Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
proposed Examiner's amendment was discussed. The Examiner indicated that the amendment to claim 5 does not 
limit the claimed transcription factor to the sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2. The amendment of claim 5 to include the 
phrase "as shown in reference sequence SEQ ID NO: 2" does not limit the sequence of the claimed transcription factor 
to the sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2. This phrase clarifies the positions of the DNA contacting residues of the first, 
second and third zinc finger domains. One can look to the sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2 as a reference for locating each 
of the claimed DNA contacting residues specified in parts (i)-(iii) of the claim..
